LONDON, dan. 8. — The 
British and French navies 
are moving mysteriously. 
When the council of the 
League of Nations mects 
on Jan. 20, the Mediterran- 


ean will be the scene of one 
of the greatest naval con- 

centrations in history. 

In addition to Great Britain's 
naval strength, the French first 
and second squadrons with a total 
of 92 warships ranging from battle- 
ships to submarines will then be 
cruising in the middle of the sea. | 

The British home fleet units now 
at Gibraltar, comprising the Hood, 
Ramillies, Irion and Neptune will 
be returning to the United King- 
dom. But the Nelson and Rodney— 
the world’s most powerful fighting 
ships—together with the Furious 
and Cairo and the 21st destroyer 
flotilla: will leave home for a 
“spring cruise” beginning about the 
middle of January. 


NOT DISCLOSED 

The exact destination of these 
ships is not disclosed. The ad- 
miralty announcement said they 
are leaving in accordance with the 
normal annual practice. Spring 
cruises usually start a month or 
two later,

CALLANDER, Ont. Jan. 8.—The Dionne quintuplets whc have 
passed the first 19 months of their lives practically free of illness, have 
completed a course of toxoid treatment for the prevention of diphtheria, 
it was announced teday by Dr. Allan Roy Dafoe. Although every pos- 
sible precaution is taken at the hospital home of the babes to guard 
against sickness, Dr. Dafoe felt the risk was too great to leave them 


unprotected, 

CALLANDER, Ont., Jan. 8— 
The 19-months-old Dionne 
Quintuplets will soon have 
enough money to retire for life 
if their present rate of income 
continues. 

Dr, Allan Roy Dafoe and 
Judge J. A. Valin, guardians to 
the famous chi'dren, announced 
Tuesday each babe was worth 
about $24,000 in her own right. 

Between them the sisters have 
in a trust fund $120,000 of gov- 
ernment bonds, amazsed since 
the Ontario government took 
charge of their affairs a year 
ago almos: to the day. 

If they live to three years of 
age, present contracts assure the 
quints $300,000. 

“It is our aim and the aim 
of the guardians to bring the 
trust fund up to the point where 
the interest will support them 
without touching the principal,” 
said Welfare Minister Croll. 
“We place that amount at about 
$300,000 which we expect to 
<a in a year or year and a 

alf.” 


During the last year, about 
$25,000 has been spent enlarg- 
ing and equippinz the hospital 
where the quints live. Pay for 
nurses and salaries of provincial 
police to patrol the place day 
and night comes out of the fund. 

Regular payments are made 
to the parents while the guard- 
jians pay out nearly $1,000 
monthly for the operating cost 
of the hospital. In all about 
$35,000 has been expended this 
year. 

The babies’ fortune is being 
built up by income from movie 
shorts, the feature picture, “The 
Country Doctor,” royalties on 
postcards, calendars, dresses, 
coats, bonnets and dolls.

Federal Government May 
Function For the 


Provinces

OTTAWA, Jan. 8.—Negotiations 
for the federal government to col- 


lect the new Ontario provincial in- 
come tax are under way between 
Queens Park and Ottawa. 

The rates of taxation will not be 
the same, due to the divergent fiscal 
requirements of the Dominion and 
the province, but a common grada- 
tion will be sought, with a common 
basis of exemptions and super- 
taxes, 

The previnces of Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta have in- 
timated their willingness to have 
Dominion collect their income taxes. 
When these provinces adopted in- 
come tax they took the Dominion 
Act, and will simply turn over the 
job of collecting. 


B.C. HAS OWN 

British Columbia has its own in- 
come tax with special rates and 
gradations and so far as Ottawa 
is informed intends to continue its 
individual collection. 

In_ practice the Dominion will 
distribute the different forms in 
each province, form in each case 
comprising Dominion imposts and

More than 18,000 indi- 
viduals were listed by some 8,000 
corporations in the report for 1934.

“DISARMING” AS USUAL 

The naval conference is resuming debates in 
London. The news will serve mainly to remind 
readers that the conference only adjourned for 
the holidays, and for safety sake;'it did not 
really “blow up.” They may regret that before 
it is over. 

Agreement is said to have been reached 
during the recess on some “formula” or other 
as to how much and how fast the powers are 
to build, The taxpayers of the “big five” will 
know in due time how much they are to have 
to provide for new warships in the next five or 
ten years. 

And the people of all other countries— 
Canada included—will be able to start figuring 
how much they will have to spend to keep 
somewhere in relation to the new scale of sea 
armament. 

As to disarmament, or armament reduction, 
the prospect of that faded out when the dele- 
gates assembled.

The Passing Show

The amazing response of the electors of 
Alberta: last August to the promise of $25 a 
month may be duplicated on a larger scale all 
over United States before the year is out. The 
Alberta movement which has writ its name 
large on the annals of this province, sent an 
almost-solid delegation to 
Ottawa and given the Old 
Lady of Threadneedle Street 
a good shaking, has galvan- 
ized the political hopes of a 
more sweeping movement in 
United States—the Townsend 
Old Age Pension Plan to give 
every person over the age of 
sixty a pension of $200 a 
month without regard to sex 
or financial position, The 
only obligation will be that 
the beneficiary must spend the whole of the 
$200 within thirty days after receiving it. 

Both in its wide appeal and in the theory of 
its economic foundation the Townsend Plan 
bears close resemblance to Alberta Social 
Credit. It is predicated on the theory that if 
money is spent fast enough it comes back again 
into the Treasury for re-use as spending power, 
like the well-known illustration of the blood- 
stream Albertans are familiar with. Like the 
Social Credit dividends we are all to get from 
the provincial government, the money is to be 
raised by levies. Dr. Townsend, whose name 
has been given to the plan, calculates that a 2 
per cent tax on all the purchases made in United 
States will raise the needed $24,000,000,000 a 
year to put the plan into operation.

Last week, President Roosevelt used the 
opening of Congress and a nation-wide broad- 
casting hook-up, as a means of getting in a cam- 
paign speech ahead of the opening of his cam- 
paign for, re-election. There is no political 
opponent in the field, nor has one yet been 
named that the United States president need 
fear. The adversary he most likely fears, and 
whom he is trying to steal a march on, is Dr. 
Francis E. Townsend, whose hold on the affec- 
tions of the 10,000,000 men and women in United 
States over sixty years of age—and of the mil- 
lions of younger folk anxious to see their aged 
parents provided for by the State—is similar in 
hope and fervency to that of the 163,700 people 
who voted for $25 a month in Alberta last 
August. 

So radical and well-informed a journal as 
The Nation, expresses the opinion that the 
Townsend party will enter the U.S. elections 
with the biggest campaign fund of all the par- 
ties. 

The profits of the Townsend Weekly, aver- 
aging $2000 a week, are said to be split between 
Mr. R. E. Clements, originator of the scheme, 
and Dr. Townsend, who put it across. Fees for 
platform engagements, running from $150 to 
$400 a night, are said to go to Dr. Townsend. 
But there are other large sources of money for 
campaign purposes.

Sluggish Intestinal 
Elimination 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


When intestinal sluggishness has persisted 
for some time, an immediate improvement in 
well-being follows as soon as this symptom is 
overcome. In order that the greatest health 
may be enjoyed, a full and complete intestinal 
cleansing is absolutely necessary. Although a 
sluggish intestinal elimina- 
tion is very common, for- 
tunately, it may be entirely 
overcome in the _ great 
majority of cases. Even in 
those cases where the elim- 
ination has been slow and 
unsatisfactory for a consid- 
erable period of time, com- 
plete relief is often secured 
within a month or two. 

There are all grades and 
varieties of constipation and 
due to the many variations which may occur, 
it is difficult to outline a definition of this 
symptom which will fit all cases. However, 
constipation may be defined as a delay in the 
emptying of waste from the large intestine. 
The elimination is not as complete as it should 
be, or is infrequent and irregular. In normal 
health, two or three movements should occur 
each @ay and this desirable elimination is 
readliy accomplished at a regular time with- 
out any thought being given to it. There is a 
complete absence of anxiety about the matter 
and the colon cleanses itself thoroughly and in 
a satisfactory manner. When this normal 
routine is interfered with, the patient then 
develops associated symptoms which cause 
physical distress and is also likely to develop 
mental anxiety. He feels that an important 
rule of health has not been attended to, and 
worry over the delay induces a mental dis- 
comfort. 

Constipation has been rightly called “the 
mother of disease” and certainly; we can not 
get very far away from the fact that as a sym- 
tom, it is found to accompany almost any dis- 
ease state. Also, we must admit that one of the 
first rules of health is to keep the colon clean. 

Constipation is not of itself a disease, but 
only a symptom. However, the importance of 
that symptom is not to be overlooked. It 
should be regarded as a symptom which in- 
dicates some disturbance of normal function 
and that disturbance may be caused by either 
functional or organic disorders. When func- 
tional in origin, sluggish elimination merely 
means that for some reason, the colon is un- 
able to do its work in a normal way. The cause 
is functional in a high percentage of cases, and 
in «such cases, it is comparatively easy to re- 
establish normal functioning and to return the 
colon to the state where it does its work com- 
pletely and thoroughly. 

Many other symptoms may be associated 
with constipation. The other symptoms com- 
monly mentioned by the patient who is seeking 
relief, are: a feeling of fulness or distention; in- 
testinal gas; chronic tiredness; headache; mental 
depression; and perhaps a slight dizziness. The 
tongue is coated, the skin muddy in appearanze, 
and the patient says he does not think as clesrly

To Sanctions 


In a strong resolution based on 
two articles from the Covenant of 
the League of Nations, members of 


the Women's International League 
for Peace and Freedom, Edmonton 
branch, expressed at their annual 
meeting held in the Y.W.C.A, on 
Monday afternoon their attitude in 
regard to Canada's position in the 
application of sanctions against 
Italy. The resolution, proposed by 
Mrs. Ray Schurfman and seconded 
by Mrs. C. G. Elliott, is as follows: 
“That while the Women's Inter- 
national League for Peace and 
Freedom, Edmonton branch, endors- 
es the action of the Canadian gov- 
ernment in participating in the 
application of financial and eco- 
nomic sanctions in the present 
crisis; it nevertheless recognizes 
{hat such action, alone, is inade- 
quate, in that it provides no solu- 
tion for those underlying maladjust- 
ments which have led to the con- 
flict; and it therefore urges the 
Canadian government to press for 
such action by the League of Na- 
tions under Article 19 of the Cov- 
enant, as will progressively amel- 
jorate those territorial and economic 
conditions throughout the world, 
which are a major cause of present 
discontents and which stimulate the 
drift toward armaments and war.”

Over in this America, of course, 
a giraffe-like neck holds no charm 
whatsoever. American standards 
of beauty call for a straight, firin 
neck of moderate proportions. 

Sleeping with the head bolstered 
up by huge, downy pillows every 
hight is likely to have a detriment- 
al effect on the loveliness of the 
heck. In the first place, this prac- 
tice may result in the development 
of an ugly, protruding vertebrae at 
the back of the neck. And in the 
second place, when the head is 
constantly pushed forward in that 
manner, the lines of the neck may 
be ruined, and the development of 
a flabby double chin may result.

be sieved or cut up the small ones | 


small size prunes, there is more 
small prunes than there is in a 
pound of large ones. 

California almost exclusively 
produces sweet prunes which have 
firm, sweet flesh and consequently 
need little sugar in cooking. The 
tert prunes usually are grown in 
Washington and Oregon. 
prunes average larger in size, carry 
larger pits and ordinarily require 
more sugar in cooking. 

Prune bavarian cream 
nourishing dessert that will 
a fitting end for dinner that is 
lacking in protein calories.

TAXES CLIMB TO

Climbing steadily toward what 
| civic officials hope will be the mil- 
| lion-dollar mark by January 15, tax 
prepayments made up till Tuesday 
night totalled $77,773, according to 
figures released Wednesday by Tax 
Collector Thomas Walker. Early 
tax payments to the tune of $19,596 
rolled into city coffers Tuesday. 

Officials base their opinion that 
prepayments will reach a million 
dollars during the period ending 
January 15 on the fact that last 
year the total was $813,000. It is 
expected that collections will speed 
up just before the middle of the 
month as the 44% per cent interest 
allowed on taxes paid before the 
instalment due dates will not com- 
mence until January 15.

Referring to a recent statement 
by A. A. Mackenzie, provincial re- 
lief administrator, that the province 
had not been informed who would

Woodrow Wilson Removed 
Obstacles to First U.S. 


Loans to Allies 


By RICHARD L. TURNER

WASHINGTON,. Jan. 8—With J. 
P. Morgan seated placidly before it, 
the senate munitions committee 
filled an important gap in Great 
War history Tuesday with a dis- 
closure that Woodrow Wilson him- 
self removed obstacles to the first 
of many United States loans to the 
allied powers. 

From the head of the powerful 
house of Morgan, however, there 
came assertions also that German 
acts, and not the lending of Ameri- 
can dollars, drew the United States 
into the war. 


SYMPATHIES WITH ALLIES 

The financier and his associates 
at the same time readily told the 
committee that the sympathies of 
the American banking fraternity 
lay with the allies from the start; 
and, as quickly as diplomatic bar- 
riers were removed, the loans began 
to flow in increasing volume. 

Cablegrams gleamed from the 
Morgan files revealed, moreover, 
that scarcely three deys after 
France entered the war, that coun- 
try made round-about overtures to 
the Morgan House for a loan or 
commercial credit. 


BROAD DISTINCTION 


The state department, under Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, disapproved, 
testimony and _ correspondence 
showed. President Wilson, however, 
altered the situation by drawing a 
broad distinction which permitted 
“credits” but maintained the ban on 


loans. 

“When the government turned 
itself loose, we turned ourselves 
loose,” Morgan chuckled, after com- | 
mittee members had elicited state- 
ments that for all practical purposes 
the effect of loan and credits was 
the same 

Seeking to determine—for pur- | 
poses connected with pending neu- 
trality legislation-—-whether the vast 
loans extended to the Allies by 
American bankers exerted a con- 
trolling influence in shoving the 
United States into the conflict later, 
the committee had summoned 
Morgan, his partner, Thomas W. 
Lamont, and Frank A. Vanderlip, 
president in 1914 of the National 
City Bank of New York.

TOO GREAT STRENGTH 


Every player knows the first part of 
the following rule; “Lead through 
strength ' Few appear to know 
the last part of the same rule: “But 
not through too great strength.” I just 
Saw a game made, instead of going 
down two tricks, because the opening 
lead violated the above rule. It also 
violated the general rule against blind- 
ly leading the suit bid by dummy 


1-Diamond, 
3-Spades; 


South, 
South, 


Bidding went: 
North, 1-Spade; 
North, 4-Spades 

Although members of the declaring 
side held powerful hands there was 
a bad distribution of opposing hon- 
ors, both hearts and clubs, which 
with ordinary defensive strategy 
should have given opponents several 
tricks, defeating the game contract 
The normal opening lead is East's 4 of 
clubs, giving West two tricks in that 
suit. West's proper return lead after 
winning the opening lead with his K 
or J of clubs, is a heart, insuring East 
two tricks in the suit. Later on dummy 
must lose a trick to the K of dia- 
monds 

Probably East thought that South's 
diamonds were very weak, as he did 
not rebid the suit. In any event the 
opening lead was the 3 of diamonds. 
West's K won the trick He led 
back his 3 of hearts, and East was in 
with the Q. Back went the 4 of clubs 
Declarer went up with dummy’s Ace, 
winning his first trick. 

Three rounds of trumps pulled all 
opposing spades. The 10 of dia- 
monds was overtaken with dummy’s 
J. and four rounds of that suit were 
taken. Upon the last three rounds 
declarer discarded both his clubs and 
one heart. He ruffed a club lead from 
dummy, and led his last trump, but 
East hung onto his Ace of hearts | 
which finally won the third defensive 
trick, giving North his 4-odd. 
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South plays 4-Spades. West doubles 
West takes two diamond tricks, then | 
ruffs declarer with a third diamond

Tragedy Of 


Sir Henry Thornton 


By D’Arcy Marsh 


CHAPTER VII. 

It was toward the end of 1927 
that Sir Henry, at the behest of 
the Government of Mexico, made 
the trip to that country which 
caused Bishop Fallon to write his 
intemperate letter tu the press. The 


situation of the railway in the Re- 
public, which had been under the 
control of an Englishman named 
Holloway, for a long time had been 
anything but satisfactory, particu- 
larly with regard to its finances, a 
position mentioned in the Thorn- 
ton Report as “primarily due to the 
unsettled state of the country for 
several years, coupled with at- 
tempts to execute contracts with 
insufficient assurance of perform- 
ence, and finally to a scheme of 
administration which is neither 
nationalization nor private control 
and which seems to combine most 
of the disadvantages of both.” 


REFUNDING SCHEME 


In so far as the report itself is 
concerned, it is interesting chiefly 
in that it recommended a course of 
action diametrically opposite to 
that which had been followed in 
Canada in regard to the railways 
which composed the Canadian Na- 
tional. 

In the matter of the heavy debt 
which rested on the Mexican rail- 
ways, it was suggested that arrears 
of interest be met by a refunding 
scheme, which would bring into 
being preferred stock bearing 2 per 
cent one year, 3 per cent the next, 
and so on until the maximum and 
permanent figure of 5 per cent was 
reached: to make operations more 
efficient, it was suggested that the 
government be relieved of direct 
financial responsibility and guar- 
antees with respect to the railway. 
and that the operating control of 
the property be placed in the 
hands of the bondholders 

In order to bring about the lat- 
ter, the report urged that the final 
authority for administration of the 
railway should be vested in a 
board of directors consisting of 
seven members, of whom all but 
one should be residents of Mex- 
ico-—-three selected by the bond- 
holders, three by the government 
and the seventh by joint agreement 
between the two. The purpose of 
this was to secure equality of rep- 
resentation for two groups whose 
interests might conflict, and this 
scheme has points in common with 
Mr. Beatty's latest proposal (made 
in 1935) for solving the Canadian 
transportation problem 


HIGHER RATE NEED 

The report contained, in addition, 
recommendations regarding the 
need for a higher freight rate, for 
proper organization and treatment 
of Labo, and for the encourage- 
ment of tourist traffic. Mr. Henry, 
of the Bureau of Economics, and 
Mr. Mallory, of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railway's Bureau of Statis- 
tics, spent some time in Mexico on 
preliminzry work, for Sir Henry 
could spare only a few weeks for 
personal observation. Differences 
between Mexico and Canada re- 
garding the type of country, the 
type of people and national habits 
account for the diametrically oppo- 
site point of view which Sir Henry 
took toward Mexican railway prob- 
lems, compared with those of his 
own country. 

As a diplomatic gesture, the sur- 
vey was perhaps of more import- 
ance than as a suggested solution

CATHEDRAL VISITED 

There was a visit to the cathedral 
in Mexico City, the most famous 
Roman Catholic structure in Latin 
America. It had been closed for 
twelve months, owing to the with- 
drawal of all priests, but it was 
opened for the Thorntons, who 
were allowed to inspect the treas- 
ures it held—old porcelains and 
valuable paintings and tapestries; 
there was golf with Sir Esmond 
Ovey, the British minister; and 
there was a trip to the unique 
Churubzsco Convent and lunch at 
the Chapultepee Country Club and 
a bull fight, where six bulls from 
Mexico's most famous breeding es- 
tablishment had been assembled 
for the occasion. 

Rumors spread that Sir Henry 
was to be offered the job of re- 
organizing the Mexican railways; 
they were heard on Wall street, re- 
iterated and denied in London, 
published in Montreal and Toronto. 
Sir Henry characterized them as 
“sheer bunkum” and, when he was 
not working in the specially trans- 
formed suite in the Finance Build- 
ing on the railway question, ap- 
plied himself to the encouragement 
of trade between Mexico and Car.- 
ada, and to the cultivation of 
friendly relations between the Do- 
minion and the Republic, 


YEAR OF GRACE 


For Thornton, 1928 was the year 
of grace. He had become more than 
a national figure; he was in a 
sense a Canadian ambassador with- 
out official credentials. The success 
of his Mexican experience, from a 
diplomatic point of view had in- 
vested him with a new importance 
outside the boundaries of Canada 

The fact that his railway was a 
national asset suggested to the peo- 
ples of other countries that he was 
identified with the government 
more directly than merely as ad- 
ministrator of the property. 

And in the course of the Europ- 
ean tour which he and Lady 
Thornton took in the summer of 
that year he was accorded a meas- 
ure of honor enjoyed by few of 
the accredited delegates of the Do- 
minion to the councils of Europe 
The companion of statesmen and 
industrialists, the associate of 
princes, the honored guest of or- 
ganized labor, he filled a role para- 
doxical as it was brilliant, Behind 
him lay the valleys and he walked 
on precarious heights. 

On August 25 they sailed from 
New York on the Majestic; on 
September 4, at Birkenhead, Lady 
Thornton launched the Lady Drake, 
for the West Indies steamship ser- 
vice of the Canadian National; on 
September 5, Sir Henry called upon

PRESIDENT’S GUEST 


On September 11 they were given 
lunch by the president of the 
Dutch Central Emigration Founda- 
tion, close to Binnenhof, the jarge 
group of buildings which lies in the 
heart of the broad avenues and 
pleasant squares of The Hague; 
later they were taken to Rotter- 
dam, the oldest and most charac- 
teristic of Dutch cities to whose 
canals Atlantic ships sail along the 
Nieuwe Waterweg from the Hook 
of Holland; in the evening they 
returned to The Hague, where a 
dinner was given in Sir Henry's 
honor by the directors of the Hol- 
land-America Line. 

From there they went to Berlin 
and thence to Copenhagen, the cap- 
ital and seaport of Denmark which 
stands on the two islands of Zea- 
land Amager and over which 
broods the ancient Palace of the 
Rosenborg. At Gustavus Adolphus’ 
city, Gothenberg, they attended a 
banquet arranged for their benefit 
by Mr. Axel Lagergren, of the 
Swedish-American Line. From 
there they went to Stockholm, and 
thence to Oslo, which was once 
Christiana, capital of Norway. 

On September 23 they were wel- 
comed amid the somewhat faded 
glories of Hamburg, whose prestige 
as one of the great shipping ports 
of the world had lessened since the 
war, and the same day paid a cal] 
at the modern city which has been 
built around the little moated town 
of Bremen, still capital of the small 
state of that name which is part of 
the German Reich. September 25 
found them in Geneva, and three 
days later they were in Paris. In 
the course of their stay at the lat- 
ter city, Sir Henry addressed the 
Canadian Branch of the British 
Chamber of Commerce, and attend. 
ed a dinner given to Mr. Macken- 
zie King by the France-America 
committee. Back in London on 
October 8, he spoke to the Cana- 
dian Chamber of Commerce in 
Great Britain and at a Canadian 
Club dinner to Mr. Mackenzie 
King. The Berengaria took them 
back to America on October 20. 


THORNTON IN GERMANY 

In Germany Sir Henry was pro- 
vided with President von Hinden- 
burg’s private car, a rare gesture, 
and was tendered a magnificent 
dinner ‘in Berlin by Dr. Dorpmuel- 
ler, president of the German State 
Railway. Sir Henry aroused tre- 
mendous interest in this country 
because the German State Railway 
-—at that time a road measuring 
40,000 miles, the only single, uni- 
fied system with greater mileage 
than the Canadian National—had 
five or six times as many employ- 
ecs as the Canadian railway and 
was faced by the insistent neces- 
sity to reduce that number with- 
out causing avoidable dislocation 
and distress. Many of the leading 
men in Germany of that time were 
present. That was before the col- 
lapse of the once powerful Social 
Democrat party, before the Nazi 
had wiped out the spirit of com- 
promise,

MOVING SIDEWALKS, STAIRS, 
PASTEURZED AIR WILL BE 
COMMON WITHIN 50 YEARS 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8—Within 
50 years you will breathe “pas- 
teurized air,” and _ probably 
will be able to pack your own 
private airplane under your 
arm, like a Christmas package. 

These were among predic- 
tions of what may be looked 
for in the next 50 years, made 
Monday by A. W. Robertson, 
chairman of the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing 
company. 

“In the next 50 years,” he 
said in an address, “Moving 
stairways will be common, Side- 
walks also will become mov- 
ing. 

“When you want your auto 
you will pull it down with a 
skyhook, from where it is 
stored or parked in an over- 
head apparatus. The streets 
will be free for travel 

“The air will be pasteurized. 
Air conditioning will make uns 
believable advances. You prob- 
ably will find it healthier to 


stay indoors than breathe 
fumes outdoors. 

“Artificial light will become 
a counterpart of sunlight. With 
the equivalent of the sun pro- 
duced indoors there will be no 
need for windows for light. 

“Elevators will run at in- 
creased 5 s. Highways will 
be lighted almost as in the day- 
time. 

“Leisure may become so com- 
mon that you will work to es- 
cape sheer ennui. 

“There may be_ individual 
flying machines, with folding 
wings, that you can pack under 
your arms. 

“Tomorrow will depend more 
and more upon the vacuum tube 
to do the monotonous opera- 
tions of industry. These tubes 
may see, hear, feel, smell, taste, 
Lest humans think of them as 
the developers of a robot age, 
it is well to remember that

Evidence Shows Morgan 
Invited Britain Buy U.S. 


Arms Factory

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.— Evi- 
Gence that J. P. Morgan invited 
Great Britain te buy contro! of 
an American arms plant before 
the United States entered the 
Great War was introduced today 
in the Senate's investigation of 
war-time finance. 
The invitation was contained in 
a cablegram from Morgan to the 
Morgan house in London. J. P. Mor- 


gan and Company then was pur- 
chasing agent in the United States 
for Great Britain and France. 

Dated Jan. 14, 1916, it said the 
Winchester Repeating Arms Com- 
pany was in financial difficulties 

“The point is, would the Brit- 
ish government be interested in 

purchasing this stock or in mak- 
ing any suggestions regarding its 
purchase, or would they like to 
investigate the situation with the 
possible view of J. P. Morgan and 
Company interesting others in the 
purchase in which event they 
might have to become a party?” 
the message continued. 

The same munitions committee, 
examining Morgan and his partners, 
contends American financial trans- 
actions with the Allies led this 
country into the war. 

It held in reserve today evidence 
that Morgan's company supplied 
Great Britain with “inside informa- 
tion” on American governmental 
activity before the United States 
joined the struggle.

“I guess I can stand it, if you can,” 
he replied and made a statement 
which was circulated throughout 
the country. There followed one 
of the busiest days of the tour. 

Courtesy calls were made on the 
president of the State Railway: on 
the British Legation; on the head 
of the Scandinavian American 
Steamship Line, whom Sir Henry 
described afterwards as “an ex- 
tremely astute and able old man 
with great influence beyond the 
borders of Denmark;” on other 
steamship companies and on the 
Canadian National's own office. In 
the afternoon he gave press inter- 
views, which resulted in a tremen- 
dous amount of publicity for Cans 
ada. Mr. Weir, in charge of this 
part of the tour, said of these, and 
similar pronouncements, “Indeed, 
these interviews, together with pre- 
liminary publicity which T put out, 
resulted in something like 200 ar- 
ticles in the Danish press, running 
from one half column to a column 
and a half or more. 

“Never before had we been able 
to get across so much effective 
publicity, not only for the Cana- 
dian National but for the country, 
her people, her resources and her 
institutions.” 

A representative of one news- 
Paper, Berlingske, characterized 
Sir Henry as “the most outstanding 
personality that in my recollection 
has visited Copenhagen.” 


RUN CARTOONS 


The Danish press ran amusing 
but complimentary cartoons—as is 
their wont probably to a greater 
extent than anywhere else in Eur- 
ope. In the evening, Sir Henry 
and members of his party were 
taken to see Liva Vial, the leading 
Danish comedienne. Denmark and 
Canada had long felt a strong 
mutual interest in each other 
owing largely to their common 
agricultural interests. The  co- 
operative movement, which to date 
has reached its finest flower among 
the quiet-hearted Danes, and which 
was at that time making rapic 
strides against early set-backs in 
Canada, especially in the West, pro- 
vided yet another common interest 

Sir Henry's competence to dis- 
cuss this phase of Canadian Lif:

The deal ‘with Canadiens, who 
owned Savage last season, was 
concluded in a long-distance tele- 
phone conversation between Roche 
and Sylvio Mantha last evening, 
and confirmed by wire from the 
Canadiens’ manager immediately 
after the talk. 

NOTIFIES OTHERS 

Mantha also notified Savage and 
the Calgary Tigers by wire that the 
deal had been concluded to send 
the defenceman to Edmonton.

VANCOUVER, Jan. 8—Twice in 
as many days the icy waters of 
the Gulf of Georgia plucked hun- 
grily at young Johnny Bilack- 
more but each time the 22-year- 
old fishing boat owner held out 
gtimly and last. night he ts re- 
covering from his latest encoun- 
ter with the elements that whip 
up those sudden gales along 
Canada's lower Pacific Coast, 
holding terror for the mariner 
caught in them. 

Swept from the deck of a found- 
ering 25-foot craft early Tuesday 
and buffeted mercilessly by the 
pounding waves as he attempted to 
swim the mile to shore, Johnny was 
cast up unconscious on the beach, 
near the University area. 


FOUND BY RELATIVES 

For more than two hours he lay 
almost completely covered with 
sand and mud until finally found 
by frantic relatives and friends who 
had been combing the beach and 
scanning the calming waters for 
trace of him. tester 

“It was pretty bad,* all right,” 
Johnny smiled wanly from his con- 
valescent bed in the home of his 
aunt, where he was taken. “But 
then you have to expect things like 
that once in a while.” 

Early Monday morning his own 
trim 32-foot craft foundered in 
practically the same spot when he 
was caught in.a gale while bringing 
a load of brick from Anvil Island. 
He managed to swim ashore and 
built a fire, where he huddled until 
daylight, then went to the home of 
his aunt, Mrs. Lucy Ward on Lulu 
Island. It has been his home since 
he left England with her 11 years 
ago, with the excéption of the last 
four years, which he has spent on 
his fishing boat. 


VESSEL FOUNDERED
